With the exception of 
Ohio and Missouri, which showed 
slightly gait.*, duping the past year 
land values were down in all corn 
belt states, Arnold said. 
From March to July, 1960, val­ 
ues in Ohio and Missouri remained 
the sam e. Other corn belt states 
showed some decline. 
One reason for this slight de­ 
cline, Arnold maintained, is that 
some factors which have support­ 
ed high land values—a rising gen 
era! price level, government sup 
port program s, adequate supplies 
of farm mortgage credit at mod­ 
erate interest rates—are weaken­ 
ing.

Among Most Efficient In Ohio 


Mrs. Campbells' Re-organization 
of Title Records Wins Praise of 
Local Officials and Attorneys 


County Recorder's office is not usually one of the 
places you look for public service that goes “ above 
and beyond the call of duty” . But things are different 
in Pickaway County. 


No “ nine-to-five” bureaucrats apparently are Flor­ 
ence T. Campbell and her able assistants Hazel Can­ 
man Yeatts, Floience D. Betts, Deputy, in the rec­ 
ords department at the Circleville court house. Ask 
any attorney, abstractor, genealogist or home owner 
who has to go hunting in the title records. 


Not long ago these public servants completed the 
whopping job of re-organizing an entire 150 year li­ 
brary of deed record volumes into a handy set of three 
volumes. This has cut title searching time to a frac­ 
tion of what it used to be. 


“ I would like to say that the re-mdexing of deeds 
as accomplished by the Recorder's Office is one of 
the most useful and time-saving pieces of work im ag­ 
inable,'* Ray W. Davis, county prosecutor, said re­ 
cently. “ It took a terrific amount of time to do this 
job, yet it will save hundreds of hours of work of Ab­ 
stractors and Attorneys in the future.” 


To that Carl C. Deist, president of the Pickaway 
County Bar Association, has pointed out that the work 
done “by Mrs, Campbell with her regular office force 
and without . , . outside professional indexing help,” 
which would have been expensive, George D. Young, 
attorney and former Probate Judge, and other busy 
local users of title records have also been enthusiastic 
about the new set-up. They point out that the same 
150 years records in Madison County require IO vol­ 
umes, in Fairfield 50 volumes.
